A good Oꝛders, by pꝛeſſuig them vpon the penalties of their Recog- 
mzances, taken to Qur vſe ; In the pꝛoteeding wherein Wee are allo 
infoꝛmed that the Netogntzantes taken foz that purpoſe, in moſt Counties of Our Realme (being 
the onely Tye wee haue vpon that Lawleſſekinde of people) are either altogether defectine,o2z not 
duelie certified, ſo that theſe vnruly perſons till remaine at libertie : And that there are diuers 
ofthem that take authozitie to themſelues to keepe ANle-houſes,as though they were Licenſed, and 
pet are not: Both which loꝛts wee are deſirous to dzawe into better D2der, and to that purpoſe 
wee haue cauſed certaine Articles of direction ( bearing the Date hereot) to bcepubliſhed, which 
hereby Wee ſtreitly Wul and Commaund to bee executed by ſuch as the ſame ſhall any wayescon- 
terne, and as they will gine an accompt vnto Us when te ſhall require it. Aud becauſe Wee 
would not haue Our Subiects that dwell in parts remote from Our City of Loudon to bee ouer- 
trauelled hereabout, and all to bee dꝛawne hither to Our ſayd Citie: Wet haue giuen ꝛder to the 
Pattentees, taking the allowance of Our Chtefe Puſtice of the Kings Bench, to appoint Com- 
mittees from time to time, ſuch as ſhalbee knowne to bee of experience and integrity to pꝛolecute 
in thoſe moꝛe remote Counties, ſuch foꝛfeitures as ſhall growe due vnto Us by the layd Recogni- 


zantes. Giuen at Newmarket the nineteenth day of Tanuary in the ſixteenth yeere of Our Raigne of 
Grcat Brittaine, France and Ireland.

N Dsſt, That the Juſtices of Peace of euery County, Citie, o: Lowne Cozpo- 

tate within this Kingdome , and the Dominton of Wales, Doe onte euery 

„ yeere in the Moneths of April and May,aſſemble themlſelues, either at a ſpect 

= all Seſſions, oz ſachother meeting as they ſhall appoint foz that purpoſe(re- 
 ſpecting the eaſe and conueniencie ok the people of the Countrey) and there 

call befoꝛe them oꝛ any two of them ( whereof one to be of the Quorum) all ſuch 

perſons as doe ſell Ale 02 Beere by retaylein any place (alwell within Eibertte 

cx as Without) within ſuch County, Citte, o2 Lowne Coꝛpoꝛate and then and 

SS, there taking true Certificate, and Infoꝛmation from men of Truſt ; who be 

| perſons of honeſt Lonuerſation,and who not. And to giue Licence toſuch per- 

ſons, as they in their diſcretions ſhall thin e meet, to keepe Common Ale-youles, oꝛ Uictualling- 


houſes, within the places where ſach perſons dwell.

He Condition of this Recognizance is ſuch, that whereas the aboue bounden is ad- 
mitted and allowed by the ſaid Iuſticesto keepe a Common Ale-houſe, and Victualling- houſe, vntill the firſt of 


April next enſuing the date hereof, and no longer, in the houſe wherein hee now dwell eth, at 

in the ſayd County of and not elſewhere in the ſayd County. If therefore the ſayd 

ſhall not, during the time aforeſayd, permit or ſuffer, or haue any playing at Dice, Cardes, Tables, 

Quoits, Loggets, Bowles, orany other valawfull Game or Games in his Houle, Yard, Garden, or Backſide, Nor ſhall 
ſuffer to bee or remaine in his houſe any perſon or perſons (not being his ordinary houſhold ſeruant ) vpon 
any Sabbath day, or Holy day, during the time of Diuine Seruice or Sermon: Nor ſhall ſuffer any perſon to 
lodge or (tay in his houſe aboue ont day and one night, but ſuch whoſe true Name and Surname he ſhall deliuer to 
ſome one of the Conſtables, or in his abſence to ſome of the Officers of the fame Pariſh the next day following, vnleſſe 
they be ſuch perſon or perſons as hee or ſnee very well knoweth, and will anſwere for his or their forth- comming: nor 
ſuffer any perſon to remaine in his or her houſe, Tipling or drinking, contrary to the Law, nor yet to be there Tipling or 
drinking after nine of the clocke in the night time, nor buy or take to pawne any ſtollen goods; nor willingly har- 
bour in his ſayd Houle, or in his Barnes, Stables or other- where, any Rogues, Vagabonds, Sturdy beggers, Maſter- 
leſſe men, or other notorious offendors whatſoeuer: Nor ſuffer any perſon or perſons to ſell or vtter any Beere or 
Ale, or other victuall by Deputation, or by colour of his or her Licenſe. And alſo if he ſhall keepe the true aſſiſe and 
mealure in his Pots, Bread, and other «ile, in his vttering of his Ale, Beere and Bread; and the ſame Beere and Ale to 
ſell by ſealed mealure, and according to the aſſiſe, and not otherwiſe. And ſhall not vtter or ſell any ſtrong Beere 
or ſtrong Ale aboue the peny the quart, and ſmall Beere or ſmall Ale aboue a halfe-peny the quart, and ſo after the 


ſame rates. And alſo ſhall not vtter nor willingly ſuffer to be vttered, drunke, taken, and tipled any Tobacco within 
his ſaid Houſe, Shop, Cellar, or other place thereunto belonging, that then, &c. 


That euerp Alehoule⸗keeper and Uictuallerſo to be Licenſed, doe enter into Recognizance with 
two adole ſureties to be bound in fiue pounds a peete, ⁊ the p2incipail ten pound at the leaſt foztheper- 
toꝛmaute ot the Condition of the ſaid Recognizance, which ſhall endure but foꝛ one whole peare, and 
then to determine, vnleſle it hall ſeeme fit to the Juſtices of Peace to renew he ſame againe by ta⸗ 
kinga new Recognizance of the ſame Condition: And whatloeuer Date the Recognizance ſhall 
haue, it is to indure but vntill the ſaid Monthes of Apztilland May, oꝛone ofthem. 


That the Clerkes of the Peace, Towne Clerkes, oꝛ their Deputies reſpectiuelp bee talled to at- 
tend the Juſtices of Peate at ſuch their meetings oꝛ aſſemblies, and that they doe there take the Re- 
togniʒ antes afozeſaid of euery Uictualler oꝛ Alehouſe-kceper Licenſed , and doe duely enter them 


amongſt the Reco2ds of the Seſſions of the Peate in their charge, whereby his Maleſtie may bee 
duely anſwered of the fozfeitures that ſhalbe made of the parties ſo bound. 


That the Clerkes of the Peace and Towvne-*lerkes afozeſaid,o2 their Deputies ſhall withinſome 
conuentent time after the taking of the ſaid Recognizances, faire engroſle the Recognizance and 
Condition in Parchment, which they ſhall keepe as the D:iginall, and ſend a true Copie ofthe ſaid 
Recognizance examined with the ſaid Oziginall,to every Alehoule⸗keeper allowed, whereby he may 
the better enfoꝛme himſelfe what he and his ſureties are bound to oblerue, 


That the Clerkesofihe Peace , and Towne⸗clerkes oꝛ their deputies doe Waite out and-bzing 
with them to euery Seſſions of the Peace, o2 other meeting of the Juſtices,a Regiſter Booke con- 
teyning the true names, ſurnames and plates where euery Alehouſe-keeper oꝛ Uictualler that is Lts 
cenſeddoth dwell, to the end it may appeare to the Juſtites of the Peate who be Licenſed , and by 
whom, and who be not, and what other alterations haue beene from time to time foz the placing ol 
men ot honeſt and good conuerſation, and diſplacing others of ill behauiour. 


That the Clerkes of the Peace and Towne clerkes, and their Deputies may take ofenery Ale- 
houſe-keeper foz their fee, foꝛ perfozming of the ſeruites afoꝛelaid at the time of the acknowledge: 
ment of the ſaid Recognizances,the fee of eighteene pence and no moꝛe, ouer and aboue the fee of 


— _ allowed foz the Juſtices clerkes by the Statute, which ſhalbe paide to the ſaid Juſti⸗ 
ces clerkes. | '

That in caſe the Alehouſe⸗keeper not knowingof the Juſtices meeting, oꝛ being Hindzed byſick- 
neſſe oꝛ other ſuch like impediment ſhall faile of admittance at thegenerall oz publike aſſemblies, 
and ſhall notwithſtandingbee admitted oꝛ Licenſed by two Juſtices of the Peace (whereof one to 
be ofthe Quorum) The Recognizance with condition faire engroſſed in Yarchment inthe fozme pꝛe⸗ 
ſcribed as afoꝛeſaid ſhall foꝛth with oꝛ at the next Seſſions at the furtheſt be returned tothe clerkes 
of the Peace, oꝛ the Towne-clerkes reſpectinely vnder the hands of the Juſtices, befoze whom 
ſuch Recognizance was taken, together alſo with the ſaid Fee of eighteene peute fo2 the entring,re- 
giſtring, making and deliuering oka copie vader his hand to the Alehoule⸗keeper as afoꝛeſaid. 


That none be Licenſed oꝛ allowed to keepe an Alehouſe that hath not one connentent lodging 
atleaſt in his oꝛ their houſes, fo: the lodging of any paſſenger oꝛ traueller, and to haue al waies in her 
oꝛ their houſes good and wholeſome ſmall Beere oꝛ Ale ot two quarts foꝛ a penp, fo: the reliete of 
the Laboꝛer, Trauailer oꝛ others that tall foꝛ the lame. 


That the Juſtices of Peace within their ſeuerall Pꝛetincts, doe not permit oꝛ ſuffer any vn⸗ 
licenſed Alehouſe-keeper, oꝛ Uictualer, to ſell Beere oꝛ Ale, but that they pzoceed againſt them, by 
all due and lawfull meanes whatſoeuer : And that they be very carefull, from time to time, to cauſe - 
the Bꝛewers to be p2oceeded againſt; in their generall and Quarter Seſſions, fo: delmering Beere, 


02 Ale, to ſuch vnlicented perſons, actoꝛding to che Dtatute in that tale pzomded, 


That the Clerkes of the Peace, and Towne-Clerkes reſpectiuely doe once euerp peere, in Tri- 
nitie Terme, make and b2ingin a Bꝛiefe, of all ſuch Recogutzances, as ſhall be taken Within eue⸗ 
ry County, Citie, and Towne co2pozate, into the Office of the Patentees (appointed by them 
fo: that purpoſe) to the end all concealements of Recognizances, taken in that behalfe, may be dil⸗ 
couered; andthe benefit accruing vnto his Mateſtte, by ſuch as wilfully bzeake the ſame, may bee 
moꝛe duely p2olecuted : Of which, that his Highneſle be not defrauded, Oꝛder is giuen to the 
Patenteesthat with the allowance of the chiete Juſtice of the Kings Bench, there be appointed 
Committees ineuery Countie, foz the reconcriethereof,from time to time. 


That the Juſtices of Alſiſe in their Circuits, and Juſtices of Peace, at their generall Seſſions 
of the Peace, doe from time to time, enquire of the due execution of theſe pꝛeſents, and of all other 
abuſes, diſozders, and mildemeanoꝛs whatloeuer, committed, oz ſuffered, againſt the pꝛouiſions 


afozeſaid, and the true meaning of them. |
